The Steamer “Golden City“ Burned 
at the Memphis Wharf. 


Thirty-Five Lives Lost—Stowe’s Uircus Burned 
_ —An Engineer Stands His Ground 
and Loses His. 


March 30 —The einein- 
nati and New Orleans packet Golden 
City, en route from New Orleans to 
Cincinnati, was burned at the wharf 
this morning at 4:30 o’clock. Between 
thirty and fifty lives were lost, princi- 
pally women and children. The steam- 
er when approaching her wharf, was 
discovered to be on fire Her second 
engineer, Robert Kelley, immediately 
notified Capt. Purcell, the pilot on 
watch. The Peat was headed for shore, 
and four minutes afterwards slie 
touched the wharf at the foot of Beale 
- gtreet, where the coal fleet is moored. 
A line was hastily thrown ashore and 
made fast to one of the coal barges. 
The current being swift it soon parted, 
and the burning steamer floated on 
down the river 


A MASS OF FLAMES, 
With many of the passengers ‘and crew 
on board, who were unahle to reach 
shore and were lost. The Golden City 
left New Orleans Saturday en route to 
Cincinnati. She carried a crew of 
about sixty and had about forty cabin 
— fifteen, of whom were la- 
and nine children. Her cargo 
consisted of three hundred tons, among 
which was a lot of jute, in which it is 
supposed the fire originated. 
KNOWN TO BE LOST. 

Among those known to have been 
lost are Dr. Monahan and wife, of 
Jackson, Ohio; Mrs. Creary, of Cin- 
cinnati; Miss Luella Creary, of Cin- 
cinnati; W. H. Sherne, wife and two 
children ; Oliver Wood and wife, of 
Henderson, Ky.; Mrs. Anna Smith, of 
Massachusetts ; “Mrs. Campbell, Mrs.

THE NUMBER OF LOST.

ships is very marked, and the question 
very naturally arises, “‘ What has be- 
come of our immense fleets of clippers 
which, at one time were the boast and 
the pride of the nation, as they were 
the wonder of the whole world?” The 
number of vessels now employed in our 
own carrying trade or in that of the 
general commerce of the world, is cer- 
tainly. very small and the more so, 
seemingly, when compared with the 
mercantile marine of other great na- 
tions. That the war and the work of 
the eruisers then depleted and greatly 
curtailed the number there is no doubt 
but that should not have been enough |t 
to wipe out so effectually as has been 
done the shipping of a great power 
such as we are. But admitting that 
it had deprived us of all the vessels 
then used certainly more than sufficient

Great maritime powers, such as we 
might become, look to the mercantile 
marine for their sailors in times of 
war, for the use of the navy. To-day 
where is and in what condition is our 
navy? The former we have only got the 
skeleton of and the latter we might as 
well, perhaps better, be without. It 
is a constant and an enormous expense, 
and it would redound to the credit of 
the Government if it were abolished 
altogether. Constituted as it now ex- 
ists, in place of the present system of 
keeping up at, a great and useless out- 


lay, a lot of decayed and rotten old 


ships, let the Secretary of the Navy 
offer a bonus to a large number of 
sailing ships, to be built after a cer- 
tain rule and plan, of from 500 to 2,000 
tons—so constructed that propellers 
could easily be placed in each in time 
of need. Also a number of large 
steamers of a given plan and of sizes 
to be agreed upon. These ships and 
steamers to be used by their owners in 
time of peace, as merchantmen, but 
in case of war to be handed over to the 
Government at à pre-arranged rate, 
according to age and the use they 
have been put to. Each year so many 
new ones could be built and a similar 
number would become too old for Gov- 
ernment use; thus new and strong 
ships would always be ready for ser- 
vice, and we would thus possess num- 
bers of cruisers that at any time 
could be turned loose upon the mer- 
chantmen of the nation we might be 
at war with; and should large iron- 
clads be sent to blockade our ports, 
they could be easily disposed of by 
torpedoes or other means. Thus we 
could cripple any navy and 
destroy the trade of 
any nation in the world. 
Government should then compel 
owners to take so many apprentices, 
according to the men required on each 
ship, these lads to be taught seaman- 
ship and navigation. Our captains 
would thus be supplied with compe- 
tent and useful hands to manage and 
work these vessels, instead of the mobs 
of unsuitable loafers and landsmen, the 
off-scourings and refuse of foreign 
countries who are forced upon them. 
The profession would thus become 
more honorable and elevated and the 
sailor would not be looked upon as 
the low, vile ruffian he is now con- 
sidered. 

Government would only need to keep 
a few hulks on which to teach men and 
the art of gunnery. In this 
they could be made thoroughly. profi- 
cient. This department to keep up 
with the improvements of other na- 
tions both in the practice and style of 
arms and be prepared with a sufficient 
force to arm and man thousands of 
cruisers at the shortest notice. Thus 
at a nominal annual expenditure we 
could have a most efficient navy al- 
ways ready. The enormous outlay re- 
quired now every year, besides the 
lavish waste and extra large appropri- 
ations for the navy, would disappear, 
red tape would be at an end, and bet- 
ter and more effectual work would then 
be done, than can ever be expected with 
the present roundabout, cumbersome 
and useless navy and system we pos-
